Definition 



Ketones are organic molecules with the general chemical formula 
RiR2C=0 where R ( and R^ are alkvl or aromatic ( hydrocarbon! substituents. 
The two R groups may be the same or different and the carbon atom is bound 
to the oxygen atom with a double bond (the OO unit is called a carbonyl unit 
and is highlighted in red in the drawings below). The carbonyl oxygen atom 
has two lone pairs of electrons which are usually omitted from line drawings 
like the ones below: 
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o Aldehydes are similar to ketones, but one of the R groups is replaced by a 
hydrogen atom giving a general formula of HROO. The aldehyde units, CHO, 
are highlighted in red:

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (If Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)
